FIRE AND CYCLONE. 


To msk, the Capital o f West­ 
ern Siberia, Visited by a 
Fire and Cy clo ne. 


Three-Quarters o f the Bnild 
ing Destro y ed and Hundreds 
o f Peo ple Perish. 


St. PcTRWiBtTRo, Special.—H orrible scenes 
are ¿sported as having occurred during the 
burning of Tomsk, the capital of Western 
Siberia. 
The place was visited sim ulta­ 
neously by a conflaiiration and a cy clone, 
the result of the com bined disasters being 
the destruction of three-q uarters of the 
building s, which were of wood, and the 
loas of hundreds of lives. 
The cathedral, 
situated In H ieh Town, is in a« he*. 
The 
walls of the edifice in falling 
adjacent hospital, bury ing the inmates, who 
were subseq uently roasted alive. The g ar­ 
rison brutally re used to render the least 
assistance In saving lives and property , on 
the plea 
that 
they 
had 
enong li 
to 
do to protect the barracks and 
other 
g overnm ent building s. They also added 
that they had no tim e to ansist “ w orthless 
ex iles.” The panic-ztrirken mob of suffer­ 
ers huddled tog ether in the streets, and. 
firmly believing that the end of the world 
had come, abandoned themselves to stolid 
despair. 
Much of th e suffering m ig ht have 
been averted had there been the slig htest 
attem pt at org anized relief. 
As if fire and 
water were not capable of inflicting misery 
enoug h to the unfortunate outcasts, the 
storm was followed by a sudden fall in the 
temjierature, and soon the devastated city 
was buried beneath a m antle of snow th at 
added sting ing cold to th» * suffering s of the 
thousands of shelterless men, women and 
children.

Three-Quarters of the Build­ 
ing Destroyed and Hundreds 
of People Perish. 


8 *. P ete rs Br Ro, Special.—H orrible scenes 
are reported as having occurred during the 
burning of Tomsk, the capital of Western 
Siberia. 
The place was visited sim ulta­ 
neously by a conflagration and a cyclone, 
the result of the combined disasters being 
the destruction of three-quarters of the 
buildings, which were of wood, and the 
loss of hundreds of lives. 
The cathedral, 
situated in H igh Town, is in a«hes. 
The 
walls of the edifice in falling crushed an 
adjacent hospital, burying the inm ates, who 
were subsequently roasted alive. 
The gar­ 
rison brutally re used to render the least 
assistance in saving lives and property*, on 
the plea 
that 
they 
had 
enough 
to 
do to protect the barracks and 
other 
governm ent buildings. They also added 
that they had no tim e to assist “ w orthless 
exiles.” The panic-stricken mob of suffer­ 
ers huddled together in the streets, and. 
firmly believing that the end of the world 
had come, abandoned themselves to stolid 
despair. 
Much of the suffering might have 
been averted had there been Hic slightest 
attem pt at organized relief. 
As if fire and 
water were not capable of inflicting misery 
enough to the unfortunate outcast*, the 
storm was followed by a sudden fall in the 
tem jierature, and soon the devastated city 
was buried beneath a m antle of snow th at 
added stinging col.l to tile sufferings of the 
thousands of shelterless men, women and 
children.

The sale or use of ardent spirits or wines in can­ 
teens is strictly prohibited; but the commanding 
officer is authorized to permit light beer to be 
sold therein by the drink, on week days, and in 
a room used for no other purpose, and, when 
practicable, in a building apart from that in 
which the canteen is located, whenever he is sat­ 
isfied that the giving to the men theopportunity 
of obtaining such beverages within the post 
limits has the effect of preventing them from re­ 
sorting for strong intoxicants to places within 
such limits, and tends to promote temperance 
and discipline among them. The practice of 
what is known as “treating’’ must not be per­ 
mitted.

Martin W. Johnson of Mudelia, formerly 
of St. Paul, was killed by being thrown out 
of a w agon, and one wheel passing over his 
chest.

George Buchan, who mortally wounded a 
man named Anderson at Minneapolis w hile

The disease was contracted early 
last winter, and from it he became blind and 
deal and has been helpless since he was first 
taken sick.

Judge Fleming Sustained. 
The federal supreme court has in­ 
dorsed the action of Hon. W. A. Flem­ 
ing on the Scheffer meat law. Parties 
who are conversant with the legisla­ 
tion of the last session of Minnesota’s 
legislature will distinctly remember 
the arguments for and against the so- 
called “inspection-on-the-hoof’ bill 
introduced 
by 
Senator Schoffer. 
Judge Fleming led the opposition to 
this bill in the house and made many 
able arguments against its constitu­ 
tionality and predicted that within one 
year it would not only be condemned 
by the people but would meet the fate 
which has just been pronounced by 
the highest court in the land. The 
constitutionality of the law has been 
contested from the lowest to the 
highest tribunals and the decision 
rendered by the United States supreme 
court on Monday declares the law un­ 
constitutional, and this high endorse­ 
ment of Judge Fleming’s action in 
the last legislature cannot fail to be a 
great satisfaction to himself as well as 
his large circle of friends. 


A GREAT PARADE. 


The supreme court on Monday 
rendered an opinion to be unconstitu­ 
tional the law of Minnesota requiring 
that all fresh meats sold in the state 
shall be cut from animals slaughtered 
within the state and inspected 24 
hours before slaughter. 
The case is 
entitled “State of Minnesota against 
Henry D. Barber,” and is of great in­ 
terest to dressed beef men, who win 
the case. 


A Cordial HantGShaker. 
J. J. Howe was re-elected alderman 
of the second ward, Brainerd. on the 
6th inst, without opposition. A friend 
at our elbow remarks, “Jerry is the 
beet specimen of a broad gauge self- 
made man that I know of; and with­ 
out exception he is the moet cordial 
hand-shaker in Minneeota.—Princeton 
Union.

T h e g ar­

assistance in saving lives an d pro p erty , on

th ey 
h ad 
en o u g h 
to 
do to p ro tect 
th e 
b arrack s an d 
o th er 
g o v ern m en t b u ildings. 
T hey also added 
th a t th ey had no tim e to assist “ w o rth less 
ex iles.” 
T he p an ic-strick en m ob o f suffer­ 
ers h u d d led to g eth er in th e streets, and. 
firm ly believing th a t th e end o f th e w o rld 
had com e, ab an d o n ed them selves to sto lid 
despair. 
M uch o f th e suffering m ig h t have 
been averted had th ere been th e slig h test 
attem p t at organized relief. 
As if fire am i 
w ater w ere n o t capable o f in flictin g m isery 
enough to th e u n fo rtu n ate outcast*, th e 
storm was follow ed by a sudden fall in th e 
tem p eratu re, and soon th e devastated city 
was buried beneath a m an tle o f snow th a t 
added stin g in g cold to th e sufferings of the 
th o u san d s o f shelterless m en, w om en and 
ch ild ren .
